Those who are professional scientists are- 
involved in research, development, administra- 
tion, teaching, marketing, production, pollution 
control, politics, government, military, church, 
etc.; many individuals have developed exciting 
careers through the creative interchange of these 
involvements. At the present time (1971) the job 
shortage in science and technology is a source 
of discouragement for many highly-qualified stu- 
dent; man fee> however, that the shortage may 
be temporary and that even now there are many 
opport jnities if one is willing to “develop a con- 
fidence and a motivation toward applying his 
knowedge n a broader sphere of man’s en- 
deavc'3,”*
